How To Overcome 
Headache 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

In my article, 1 discussed some of the causes 
of headache and promised to explain to you 
today, how overcome headache. The first 
part of the treatment must be directed toward 
determining the cause of the ache. This can 
only be accomplished by means of a thormugh 
examination, and during the 
study of the case, special at- 
tention must be given to the 
gastro-intestina! tract, which 
refers to the stomach and in- 
testines. The eyes should be 
tested to make sure that the 
ache is not brought on by 
eyestrain resulting from an 
uncorrected eye defect. It is 
very important that the kid- 
neys be studied, and a test of 
the kidney elimination is a 
necessity. An examination of the ears, nose and 
throat must also be included, and the patient 
should be questioned regarding sinus infection. 
If the patient gives a history of recurring 
attacks of biliousness, a differential diagnosis 
can only be arrived at through considering the 
liver and the way it is doing its work. 

I find it necessary to make some inquiry 
into the emotional life of the patient. Often a 
headache which seems to arise from an obscure 
eause will be satisfactorily explained through 
the discovery of an emotional conflict. The 
patient may be fighting a situation which he 
does not know how to solve, and the external 
expression of the struggle will take the form of 
a distressing headache. If the physical exam- 
ination discloses no satisfactory cause for the 
persistent headache, the true cause will usually 
be found in the emotional make-up of the in- 
dividual. In such cases, .psycho-therapy will 
provide amazing relief from the headache, 
which will disappear as soon as the patient is 
helped with his problem. 

When a headache is a prominent feature, it 
is always safe to make a determined effort to 
build up the general health in every way pos- 
sible. The systemic treatment should be directed 
toward improving the general health as a whole. 
The patient must be taught to eat correctly, to 
secure enough sleep, to exercise more, to relax 
more thoroughly, and sunshine and fresh air 
should be obtained whenever possible. One 
of the most important points is to secure an ade- 
quate intestinal elimination each day. If the 
elimination is sluggish, the enema must be used 
until time as the intestines car® be re- 
trained to function normally. Certainly, con- 
stipation is one of the most frequent causes of 
headache, and with the relief of the one condi-

tion, relief of the other follows automatically. 
As to the treatment to be used during the 
actual attack of headache, most aches of this 


type will be satisfactorily relieved by having 
the patient take an enema and then lie down 
in a darkened room. A simple home treatment 
which is often effective for the relief of head- 
ache is the hot foot bath, placing the feet in hot 
water for ten or fifteen minutes. This will 
bring a beiter circulation of blood to the feet, 
and if the cause of the headache has been a 
congestion of blood in the brain, will provide 
satisfactory relief 

Inasmuch as headaches are of toxic 
origin, the use of the fast is generally advisable, 

is surprising how quickly the fast will 

alleviate the ache. The first day the 
patient may seem to have a slight headache, 
the body becomes cleaner, the ache will 
disappear

be content until you remove the cause, after 
which you will have no recurrence of the dis- 
tressing pain in the head.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1896, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier first met Parliament 
as prime minister. It was a great 
day for Liberalism Eighteen 
years had passed since Alexander 
Mackenzie had resigned. Only a 
few of the Old Guard of that 
time remained; but most of them 
had been gathered into the 
Laurier cabinet, which was to 
live for 15 years. C. A. P. Pelle- 
tier, who had been minister of 
agriculture in the Mackenzie 
cabinet, was installed as Speaker 
of the Senate and J. D. Edgar
